The National Woman's Party has started a cam- 
paign for the adoption of a twentieth amendment 
to the Federal Constitution, the stated purpose 
being to establish total political and economic 
equality of men and women throughout the country.

In actual 
practice, as a matter of fact. the courts already 
have allowed the mother more than an equa! share 
ip the control of children. 

It mar be admitted that women should have 
authority in the churches. but do they propose to 
have the Federal Government regulate church af- 
fairs to that the women are given 
the authority to which they are entitied?

men cannot possibly be borne by women. Sensible 


women do not want privileges which entail oppres-| 


sive obligations: they only desire that women be 
given every opportunity to develop the powers and 
abilities which are naturally theirs. Where such 
opportunities.are within the proper scope of law, 
the laws should be passed. But to attempt to revro- 
lutionige and reorganize the whole field of social 
relations by law is biind follr.

THE ENSLAVEMENT OF PRESIDENTS. 

The death of President Harding has inspired a 
diligent consideration by members of Congress and 
the Cabinet of the volume of the President's iabors 
for the purpose of ascertaining what might be 
shifted to other hands without impairing the chief 
executive’s fulfillment of his responsibilities. It 
is found that the President struggles under a 
drudgery of deta!ll which is not only exhausting. It 
i<« cruel and scandeious. 

The President is required to sign 50,000 papers a 
year, or an average of 136 a day, including the 
commissions of all Postmasters. When this sign- 
ing is not kept up to date it accumulates alarm- 
ingiy. At the last session of Congress he signed 
$00 bills. presumabdly having studied their contents. 


He receives about 40 letters a day that require his, 


pereona!l attention and dictates about 20 replies. 
His conferences average 10 a day. He is busy every 
waking hour. 

Yet the President must deal in policies and make 
decisions of worldwide importance. He is obliged 
to know what the world is doing, and he should 
know what it is saying and printing about him. 
What time and mental reserve are there, what calm 
perspective can there be. with which to survey 
domestic and international events on the basis of 
which he must think and act. 

The presidency, evidently. needs an efficiency 
expert. The President. whose best and unaborted 
powers shouid be reserved for decisions of state. 
has placed on his shoulders an additional load of 
effice bor chores. Politics unquestionably has a 
great deal to do with the enslavement of the chief 
executive. Matters that a corporation officer would 
delegate regulariy to subordinates demand. or have 
demanded. the personal attention of the President. 
Such practices must be done away with. Politics 
and patronage must be made to spare the President 
if be ts not to be carried from the White House be 
fore his term expires. 


SUPPRESS THE HORN PEST. 

A contributor to the letters column of the Post- 
Dispatch wants to know what would happen if a 
team driver were to pass through the streets shout- 
ing: “Get out of my war.” The answer is easy 
He would be arrested and charged with disturbing 
the peace br making loud and unusual noises and 
a Police Judge would. quite properir. fine him. 

But. the contributor pertinently comments. drir- 
ers of automobiles do that thing constant!r. usifig 
horns instead of rofces, but making just as great a 
nuisance of themselves as if ther shouted offen- 
sively: “Get out’ of my way.” And the police do 
not molest them. 

The motor horn serves a useful purpose. in 
giving warning of approach at suftable times and 
places, to pedestrians and drivers of other cars. 
But the born is used. particularily in the downtown 
district. not to give proper warning. but in a spirit 
cf protest and arrogance against the unavoidable 
hindrances of congested traffic. 

It ts the usual thing. when a traffic cop stops 
traffic, for a horn pest tn the line to begin squawk- 
Ing his horn. as if to shout “Get out of my war.

ecrations of better mannered motorists and pedes- 
trians. 

It would seem that no special ordinance is nec- 
essary to cover this nuisanc Motorists who sound 
their horns needlessly should be arrested and prose- 
ented for disturbing the peace. Their offense is 
the worse in that ther not only contribute to the 
rolume of preventable noises but he'ip to create 
a callousness on the part of pedestrians which 
causes them to ignore the horn when it ts sounded 
as a warning. greatiy diminishing its effectiveness

Many large institutions, corpota- 
tions, factories, et al., recognize the 
meed of welfare workers, but it is 
believed the Pierce Building is the 
first office building to employ such 
@ functionary. That there is need 
for such service is indicated by the 
fact that Miss Maguire found so 
much to do that she overtaxred ber 
stremeth and has been obliged to 
retire for a period of rest. 

Indeed, she says she will not 
alone assume such a responsibility 
again, but, instead, will seek em- 
ployment in an institution where 
authority is more centralized and 
the problems less varied and com- 
plicated. 

Services Many and Varied. - 

What were the calls upon her 
service, you may ask, and she will 
tell you-—eversthing, from supplr- 
ing a needle and thread to save the 
wearer of a scanty frock or pair of 
chiffon hose from more precipitate 
exposure, to bringing about and 
presiding at an urgently necessary 
wedding; from gently counseling, 
“Today you have too much rouge 
on, my dear,” to rescuing a simple 
country maiden from the advances 
of a sophisticated modern satrr: 
from preventing, by means of some 
simple remedy, an ilimess that 
would mean the loss of a whole 
day's work, to preventing a proba- 
ble smallpox epidemic; from main- 
taining a bulletin board for the ex- 
change and sale of misfit articles of 
wearing apparel among the girls, to 
distributing the literature of the 
Missouri Social Hygiene Society. 

“The general accident work of 
the building.” she describes ber 
work, but this she permitted to take 
in a wide scope of emergencies, per- 
sonal and confidential, as well as 
open and acclaimed.

Pressure on the diaphragm is al- 
most always successful. Let the 
victim lie on his back and draw up 
lis khees enough to relax the ab- 
dominal walls.
